The first entitled the holder to two mants
for the price of one—when presanted at
the box offica. Hut this caused trouble
when the 32 patron found the $1 man
standing next him In line at the box of-
floe, paying half what he pald and sitting
next him in the theatre. So another sort
of ticket rome In popularity. It entitied
the holder to half prices if presented at
the cut-rate agency. These schemen ap-

plied to much “muccenses’ of last season
as “On Trial,” “Twin Beds," "“The Bong
of Bongn” “The Lle" and "“Ths Hhow
Shop.” Indead, It was sald to have saved
and Inter made the fortunes of the Selwyn
productions

. THY CUT-RATE KING.

One Joo Leblang was the king of the
cut-raters. Heo had offices on 6th avenue
that were thronged every night from 7:30
to B30, His business grew so popular
that very soon he was buying out sreat
blocke of seats, even whols houses. He I8
#ald to have hought out "The SBong of
Bongs" for oight weeks and pald $0.0M
for the tickets, which he sold at hajf-
price, and yot on which he made a profit
for himaelf and for the theatre, Mani-
festly pomathing wan wrong,

The mnnngns thamuelves began to soe.
They dign't ses that the extravagant long-
run system was to blame at bottom, for
making such vagaries possible. But thay
did ses that nobody gained In the end—
except Loblang. The authors of successos
lost some of thelr royaities. The box-
office men were corrupted by the abllity
to sell tickots at full rates and to clalm
they wers sold at half rates. Tha ordl-
nary publle, which was getting disflla-
sloned fast enough at our high-priced and
choan fared theatre, and which wasn't

“‘wise' to the cut rates or conldn't get
them when It wanted them, dldn't im-
prove ita theatre-going hal;lu

Charles Frohman sounded a warning
last April befors ho loft on the Lusitania.

The New York manngers got togothoer
this fall and bonded themsslves to keep
the fnancinl peacs. The Bhuberts sold
out of Tyson's, and Tyson's was there-
upon appointed the sole agent for seats at
advanced prices. The manngers agread Lo
abandon surreptitious cut rates.

GOING DOWN!

But the matter hasn't ended there. The
managers had at last learned that prices
wero too high, that thers was s bigger
publio for cheaper seats. The Shuberts,
Colinn & Harris and others have abod-
ished the flat two-dollag rate for the
whole orchestra and part of the balcony.
Instead, they have put all but & few rows
in tho front of the New York house at
§1.00 and lower. And Leblang sells the
cheaper seats for them on a commission
What & wonderful place i3 that temple
of nrt, the theatre!

VERY once In #o often ths revelving
E years bring us around to a new birth
of music; art and the drama, the Ife of
an martstio sra running its course In much
the same fashion as the life of a man or
a nation—from (he cradle to the grave.

Just now the most consplouous ronais-
saanos is in the art of stage decoration.
This s ona of the oldest arts of all, and
ons that has lain longest in the grave.

Awny back In the 16th century It was in
ita prime, The theatre in thoss days wns
one of the most important factors in the
lite of the people, and the most noted
Artists were engaged for stage decoration.

Raphasl painted the scenery when Ari-
ostl's “Supposit!” was performed befors
Leo X, and when an operelia was glven
at the Dukes of Milan's woedding, Leonarde
da Vinel was engaged to propara or plan
the scenlo offects. He constructed a re-
volving aphera representing creation,
and the actors appeared upon It contumed
to impersonate the different planets,

1t waa a masterplece of artistic ngena-
Ity and gorgooun beauty and the mechan-
lcal effects Alled the coultured Italians
with childish delight. The play might oe
dull and lfelesas, but It was =0 enlivensd
by Interludes of masques and dances and
by Inalstent appesls to the senses througo
the scenlc beauty that ita plot was of
sscondary Importance so long as (ts theme
wnas the glorification of Ideal love,

Wa feil away from all that and stage
decoration became for a while a lost arl
It died and was burled, but ke every-
thing «lse It haa coms to lIfs agaln and
the glories of the Iith century are agaln
bursting forth. In Vienna the greatest

Ona
mcene alone, that depleted In the sscond
act, Is worth all the troubls and expennss
which it cost to hava the work done
there. This wcone shows a sunset over
tha Mediterranean Ben. First there In
brilliant daylight, then the sky grows
softor and the sun gradually goes down
In a trall of glory, lenving the (wiligit
gray, which darkens into nlght The
lights of o distant neanide village appear
like firefllen dne by one untll the whoo
scons s Hlumined ke any other city after
nightfall. The sense of distance conveyed
Is marvelous, and ls one of the secrols
of the Vienness art.

The electrical sunset effoct is the work
of a clocklike apparatus, a recent {inven-
tion, which Is automatis and efects the
different changes of hue and light so sub-
tiely that tha eye Is no more consclous
of the mnachanism than It Is of clockwork
In nature.
